“Israel finds agreement mi- 
ght be possible on two other 
points dealing with Jewish se- 
ttlements.” the sources said. 
They did not elaborate. 

But differences remained on 
points referring to Egypt's de- 
mand for Palestinian self- de- 
termination, the sources said. 

Mr. Atherton expected back 
here next week after visiting 
Israel, Jordan and Saudi Ara- 
bia, American officials said. 

He would interrupt his shut- 
tle diplomacy to fly back to 
Washington to prepare for Is- 
raeli Premier Menachem Begin’s 
visit due to start on March 14.

But he stressed that Cyp- 
rus, though a small country’, 
would never hesitate to defend 
its sovereign rights “as we 
have proved recently."

all countries.

PLO accuses Egypt of 
mounting hate campaign 


BEIRUT, Feb. 28 (R). — The 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion today accused the Egyp- 
tian government of embarking 
on an anti-Palestinian hate ca- 
mpaign as a first step towards 
its disengagement from the Pa- 
lestinian cause. 

The PLO news agency, Wafa, 
made the charge in an editorial 
on a decision yesterday by Cai- 
ro to strip Palestinians living 
in Egypt of special privileges 
granted them by the late Pre- 
sident Nasser more than two 
decades ago. 

The editorial was the first 
official PLO reaction to the de- 
cision which has caused wides- 
pread anger and dismay even 
among Palestinians not linked 
to any of the commando groups 
under the umbrella of the PLO, 
observers here said. 

The Egyptian decision was 
announced yesterday by Prime 
Minister Mamdouh Salem du- 
ring a report to parliament on 
the Egyptian commando raid on 


Lamaca airport following the 
assassination in Nicosia of a 
leading Egyptian journalist, Mr. 
Youssef Sibai, by two Palesti- 
nians. 

Wafa described Egypt’s ac- 
tion as “only the beginning of 
a hate campaign which might 
well reach the point of total 
Egyptian dissociation.— from 
the Palestinian cause.” 

Western press reports from 
Cairo have said that President 
Sadat's government was con- 
sidering breaking relations with 
the PLO in the wake of Mr. 
Sibai's assassination and the 
subsequent ill-fated Egyptian 
commando raid on Lamaca air- 
port. 

The editorial said the Egyptians 
had merely seized on the Cyprus 
event “as a convenient pretext 
for their anti-Palestinian mea- 
sures." It harshly condemned 
the two gunmen’s "terrorist 
attack” and said they were hi- 
red agents without links to any 
Palestinian organisation. 


icosia court tries Sibai’s killers 



NICOSIA, Cyprus, Feb. 28 (AP). 
— One of two gunmen charg- 
ed with murder admitted kill- 
ing Mr. Youssef Sibai, editor 
of the semi-official Egyptian 
newspaper A) Ahram, “because 
he was a friend of Israel,” a 
witness told a Nicosia court of 
inquest today. 

“We are Palestinians. We ca- 
me specially for that man, to 
kill him, because he was a 
friend of Israel and wrote so- 
me articles In his newspaper 
against the Palestinians,” Geo r- 
ghios Georghiou, a Greek Cy- 
priot policeman, quoted the gu- 
nman, Samir Mohammad Kha- 
dar, as saying. 

Georghiou told the court Mr. 
Khadar made this statement to 
several hostages he and his al- 
leged murder accomplice were 
holding at gunpoint in Nicosia’s 
Hilton Hotel on Feb. 18, imme- 
diately after Sibai was shot in 
a hotel corridor. 

Mr. Sibai's murder set the 
stage for a clash at Lamaca 
airport the next day, during 
which 15 Egyptian commandos 
were killed. They were mowed 
down by Greek Cypriot troops 
while trying to storm a Cyprus 
Airways jetliner in which the 
two gunmen were holding 11 
Arab hostages and the plane's 
four-man crew. 

Mr. Khadar. 28, arrived in 
Cyprus on a Jordanian passport 
on Feb. 13. The other accused, 
Zayed Hussein Ahmad Al Ali, 
26, arrived the following day, 
travelling on a Kuwaiti pass- ' 
port. 

The two were arrested by 
Cyprus authorities when they 
surrendered immediately after

“But someone told me not to 
shoot, pointing out that Kha- 
dar was holding a hand grena- 
de with the pin removed, while 
surrounded by conference dele- 
gates," Mr. Georghiou to’d the 
court. 

Mr. Georghiou said he was 
himself held hostage and dis- 
armed. 

Another witness, an Egyptian 
cabaret employee, Orfat Ibra- 


him, testified that the two ac- 
cused spent lavishly on a night- 
club spree the night before die 
murder. 

Two other cabaret girls, also 
befriended by the gunmen* gave 
similar evidence on the opening 
day of the inquest Monday. 

One of the cabaret perform- 
ers, Miss Panayota “Pitsa” Co- 
co nidou. testified under ques- 
tioning how she and an Arab 
speaking friend called Sahara 
stayed with toe two men In 
adjoining rooms at the Hilton 
the night before the killing. 

She said the two men left 
the hotel about two hours be- 
fore Mr. Sibai was shot dead 
outside the hotel bookshop. 



Arafat: Armed resistance is the 
way to peace in Middle East 

BEIRUT, Feb. 27 (R). — Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat said today only the armed actions of 
Palestinian resistance forces could restore peace to tbe Middle East 

In a militant speech to members of Fateh, the biggest commando group, he compared the 
Palestinian revolution with the Vietnam and Algerian wars of liberation and pledged that a Pales- 
tinian would one day raise an Arab flag Over Jerusalem. 

Mr. Arafat was speaking at the launching of three specialist guerrilla t raining courses at a 
Palestinian refugee camp outside Beirut. 

“These training sessions mean that the revohdioB says to (U.S. President Jimmy) Garter 
and (Israeli Premier Menachem) Begin and their a g e wia in the Arab World that there will never 
be reconciliation or peace in the region except through you who took up arms ...” he said. 

Just as the Vietnamese peasant, against an immense American war machine, was victorious, 
so a Palestinian would "sooner or later" raise the Arab flag in Jerusalem and "tell the conquerors 
that this lend is Arab.” he said. 

Mr. Arafat, chairman of the Palestine Liberation Organisation, said the Palestinian revolution, 
like the Algerian revolution, represented the militant identity of the Arab nation and so was the 
main fortress against “an bnperiallst-Ziomst offensive.”

The Israeli cabinet’s decision over the weekend 
to maintain its stated policy on Jewish settlements 
in occupied Arab territory is an unfortunate but 
telling move. It indicates most clearly the domestic 
constraints within which Premier Menachem Begin’s 
government has to act, particularly the pressures of 
rightist religious parties and the fervent nationalists 
for whom the right to settle in all of Palestine is 
supposedly granted by no less a figure than God 
himself. 

Given these domestic pressures, it is understand- 
ably difficult for Mr. Begin and his government to 
come out with a clear statement against new 
settlements. But if it is difficult, it is not impossible, 
and it would be very useful, if there were real 
interest in Israel in keeping the negotiations with 
Egypt alive. The settlements have emerged as the 
most dramatic issue in the current bilateral 
negotiations, and their case is complicated by the 
different groups on Israel that support the settlements 
for different reasons. We see that, besides the 
religious parties, support for the -settlements in Sinai 
comes from people such as Agriculture Minister 
Ariel Sharon, who says the settlements are needed 
to assure the demilitarised status of the Sinai in the 
wake of a peace agreement. Others say that 
settlements are needed along the southern Sinai 
coast and the Gulf of Aqaba to assure the passage 
of Israeli ships. 

Given these different pressures in Israel, Mr. 
Begin has little manoeuvering room, and the cabinet 
decision this week to stick to its policy of expanding 
and creating new settlements is a sign of weakness 
on the part of the Begin government. Unfortunately, 
this weakness comes as a reply to the daring moves 
of President Sadat, and in reply to the issue of 
settlements that has emerged as the most symbolic 
of Israeli aggression and usurped Arab sovereignty. 
Where it counts most, Mr. Begin has again given

AL RAT, on Tuesday, said one Is beginning to wonder at the 
decisions and actions of the Egyptian government against Cyp- 
rus, the Palestine Liberation Organisation, the Palestinian peo- 
ple and even against the Palestinian Cause. We all condemn die 
assassination of the Egyptian editor Youssef Sibai but the Egyp- 
tian reaction has reached unacceptable and unreasonable pro- 
portions. In contrast, five years ago when Jordan’s Premier Wa- 
sfi AI Tall was shot dead by terrorists in Cairo Jordan never 
went to such extremes: Jordan did not hold Egypt responsible 
and It did not accuse the Palestinians of being terrorists. 

AL DUSTOUR said while Egypt has restated its "historical 
and national commitment” to the Palestinian Cause the hope is 
it will re-examine its latest decisions, which amount to a cooling 
off of relations with the Palestinian brothers. In this connection 
one must ask why, since all Arab parties are agreed on a joint 
strategy towards the Middle East conflict, could not this be en- 
ough to prompt a stop to tactical differences among them in at 
least this delicate stage of developments? Until the better alter- 
native of joint Arab action is available the Arabs must put an 
end to such bickering otherwise the outcome of continued quar- 
rels might lead us all to disaster.

The relatively new science 
of paleoeihnobotaiiy is being 
used to help piece together 
tbe 5,000 year old puzzle of 
the ancient biblical "cities of 
the plain”. 

Faleoethnobotany? It is the 
study of plants used or gath- 
ered by ancient cultures. 

This year's Albright fellow 
at the American Centre for 
Oriental Research, David Mc- 
Crary, outlined the nature and 
uses of this science at a re- 
cent lecture at the centre to 
the Friends of Archaeology 
and others. 

During two seasons of exc- 
avation at Bab Al D’ra and 
Numeira, near Mazra’a and 
the south-eastern shore of die 
Dead Sea, Mr. McCrary has 
been collecting and sorting pl- 
ant remains with the aim of 
reconstructing the agricultu- 
ral systems existing at the 
time of occupation of these 
sites, and learning the diet of 
the inhabitants. 

Bab Al D’ra is located at 
the mouth of Wadi Kerak ov- 
erlooking the peninsula which 
juts Into the Dead Sea. It was 
first discovered as a signifi- 
cant archaeological site by Dr. 
Albright and Dr. Kyle of the 
American School of Oriental 
Research in Jerusalem, in 1924. 
They were searching for the 
five "cities of the plain" me- 
ntioned in Chapter XIV of the 
Book of Genesis (of which So- 
dom and Gomorrah are the 
best known.) They collected 
sherds and excavated tombs 
and concluded that this was 
an Early Bronze Age site dat- 
ing from 3.000-2,000 B.C 

Dr. Paul Lapp then exca- 
vated the site in 1965 and 
1967 and established that it 
comprised a walled city to the 
north with a very extensive 
cemetery outside the city to 
the south. In fact it is believ- 
ed to be the most vast Early 
Bronze Age cemetery yet dis- 
covered in the ancient Near 
East 

Four more sites 

In 1973, two of Dr. Lapp’s 
students, now Dr. Waiter Bast 
and Dr. R. Thomas Bchauo, 
surveyed the area and located 
four more ancient city sues 
contemporary with Bab Al 
D'ra. These are Numeira, Sail, 
Feifa and Khanazir, all loca- 
ted similarly to Bab Al D’ra 
aL the mouths of their wadis, 
overlooking the plain. 

Drs. Rast and Schaub began 
excavating Bab Al D’ra in 
W/b with an interdisciplinary 
team including Mr. McCrery 
and a physical anthropologist 
from the Smithsonian Instit- 
ute of America. The work of 
the anthropologist has been to 
collect bones from the tombs 
of the cemetery for analysts 
of genetic characteristics. It is 
hoped by this analysis to es- 
tablish whether they belonged 
to one or more tribal or fa- 
mily groups and to determine 
their ethnic type- 

Mr. McCrery demonstrated 
the apparatus which he used 
to Isolate the plant remains 
from the soil and debris of 
the site. It comprises a spe- 
cial bucket and sieve. The bu- 
cket is filled with water and 
the soil sample is placed in 
the sieve which is then, low- 
ered into the water and ge- 
ntly and continually shaken. 
Since the only surviving plant 
remains were in a carbonised 
state and lightweight, they 
floated easily to the top (to- 
gether with other carbonised 
material such as wood) and 
were skimmed off. 

The job of sorting, identi- 
fication and interpretation wh- 
ich then begins can raise dif- 
ficult problems. Mr. McCrery 
said a significant problem is 
that due to distortion of a 
seed during carbonisation. Ex- 
perts can disagree as to whe- 
ther it is wheat or barley! In

addition it is impossible to be 
sure one has dug in all the 
places where plant remains are 
to be found and certain types 
may be missed altogether. 

Wealthy traders 

However from the evidence 
discovered and analysed to 
date, Mr. McCrery believes 
that the Early Bronze Age 
inhabitants of Bab Al D’ra 
grew and or used wheat and 
barley, dates, wild plums, pe- 
aches, flax, grapes, figs, pis- 
tachio nuts, almonds, olives, 
pine nuts, lentils, chick peas, 
pumpkin, watermelon and cas- 
tor-oil plant Of these the al- 
monds and the fruit would 
have been imported from a hi- 
gher altitude, perhaps only 
20 or 30 kms. away. He sug- 
gests that the diet of these 
ancient people was therefore 
considerably more varied than 
that of the people of Mazra’a 
today, and that the ancient 
people were fairly wealthy 
and traded with their neigh- 
bours. 

It seems fairly certain that 
irrigation was practised. Alth- 
ough it is believed that the 
climate there was more humid 
in those days, Mr. McCrery 
pointed out that the annual 
rainfall would have to have 
been five times as high as 
it is now for It to have been 
sufficient for dry-land form- 
ing. This he believes was un- 
likely. Also be noted that the 


flax seeds discovered are mo- 
re than six millimetres in size 
which today is possible only 
under irrigation. 

Mr. McCrery and his wife 
are planning a survey of the 
area next month to try to 
find structural evidence of ir- 
rigation which they expect to- 
ok the form of check d ams 
up the wadi. 

The studies carried out by 
Mr. McCrery indicate that 
conditions existed which co- 
uld possibly fit with the bib- 
lical description of the five 
"cities of the plain” -- Sod- 
om, Gomorrah, Admah, Zeb- 
oihn and Zoar. ThiJ descript- 
ion Is in Genesis XJH:IO, wh- 
ere the plain Is described as 
"well watered everywhere, be- 
fore the Lord destroyed Sod- 
om and Gomorrah, even as 
the garden of the Lord.” 

However Mr. McCrery po- 
inted out that the archaeolo- 
gical evidence gives the date 
of the destruction of Bab Al 
D'ra as no later than 2300 
B.C. Since the date generally 
accepted by scholars for the 
period of Abraham and Lot 
(according to the Bible, Lot 
lived at Sodom before its de- 
struction) is somewhere aro- 
und 1,900-1,750 B.C, there Is 
a tantalizing discrepancy of 
400 - 550 years. 

Thus the fascinating specu- 
lation as to whether Bab Al 
D'ra is In fact the site of the 
ancient wicked dty of Sodom 
seems likely to continue

Prince Hassan confers 
with U.S. delegation 


AMMAN, Feb. 28 (JNA). — 
His Highness Crown Prince 
Hassan, the Viceroy, today met 
an American delegation which 
represents a number of muni- 
cipal councils in the United 
States of America and revie- 
wed with the members of the 
delegation the situation in the 
West Bank of Jordan since the 
beginning of occupation and 
the pressures practised by the 
Israeli occupation forces on 
the people of the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip.

Snow? We love it, Alia’s 
diverted passengers tell 
Canadian newspaper 


AMMAN. Feb. 28 (JT). — Alia, 
the Royal Jordanian Airline, 
weathered its first western he- 
misphere blizzard in royal fa- 
shion earlier this month. What 
could have become an unhap- 
py ordeal for 133 passengers 
on an Amman-New York fli- 
ght became instead a pleasant 
diversion. 

Flight 261, Alia’s Boeing 747, 
took off at midday Feb. 6 from 
Amman International Airport 
in nice weather. But across the 
Atlantic a classic snowstorm 
was gathering force and had 
begun burying the northeastern 
United States as Flight 261 ne- 
ared. 

An hour and a half out of 
New York, Captain Eddy Ra- 
shed learned all three major 
airports in the big city’s met- 
ropolitan area had been orde- 
red closed because of obscured 
runways. Boston’s Logan Air- 
port, another big UJS. entry po- 
int, had also been closed. Capt 
Rashed diverted his plane to 


Montreal International Airport, 
still open. 

There, Alia’s District Sales 
Manager, George Rabbat, and 
his staff, with only 50 minutes* 
notice, swung into action to ca- 
re for tbe diverted passenge- 
rs. Canadian authorities waiv- 
ed regulations to let the unex- 
pected visitors step temporar- 
ily onto Canadian soil and "Air 
Canada gave us fantastic han- 
dling at tire airport," reported 
Rabbat. 

Rabbat found rooms at Lo- 
ew’s LaCite Hotel where the 
"Montreal Gazette" interviewed 
the disrupted but comfortable 
passengers as they stood in the 
glassed-in lobby and watched 
the wind pile up big snowdri- 
fts outside. Many were on their 
way to sunny vacation spots 
like Florida and had no win- 
ter clothes along. 

Seine of tbe passengers and 
crew had never seen snow, mu- 
ch less a blizzard. For them, 
the sudden side trip to Canada 


proved quite a thrill. 

*Tve seen blowing sand be- 
fore, but never blowing snow,” 
Alia’s co-pilot marveled to a 
Gazette reporter. The newspa- 
per front-paged the story under 
the headline, "Diverted Trave- 
llers delighted at first glimpse 
of a blizzard." A photo of a 
woman passenger, Sylvia Kar- 
naby of. Lebanon and her two- 
year-old daughter Carol, accom- 
panied the story, depicting tbs’ 
ir delight at witnessing their 
first snowstorm. 

The Alia passengers were si- 
delined for 48 hours in Canada 
before New York was dear 
enough for them to complete 
their interrupted journey <» 
Feb. 8. 

“Making 133 people happy 
was not a small thing,” sighed 
an exhausted but satisfied Ge- 
orge Rabbat when it was all 
over. He and his staff stayed 
right to the end with the pas- 
sengers in the hotel to see to 
their needs and get them safely 
off again.

Inspection, observation, 
follow-up, supervision, etc... 


Last week the Science and Technology Po- 
licy Conference issued its recommendations. 
They certainly proved to be worth the efforts 
while, and came as a partial realisation of a 
rational aspiration. 

But this is not the only notable conference 
of its kind that takes place. In Jordan this year, 
Other conferences of note will be held such as 
the conference on water and irrigation, another 
.on womens affairs, and probably a conference 
on telecommunications. 

OK ! f so far so good. Hie conferences have 
become an art which Jordanians have come 
to master. But what happens to implementa- 
tion ? Who makes sure that the sweat of highly 
specialised conferees mil be at least given post- 
perrendial consideration? 

This state of affairs is not only limits to 
conferences but extends to more critical areas. 
Let us look through a surveyor’s eye at some 
of the living examples. 

The Accountancy Department is establish- 
ed to observe the government’s financial beha- 
viour and make sure that each department 
spends in conformity with the Budget laws and 
other relevant regulations. 

The Ministry' of Supply observes the supply 
policy in Jordan and makes sure (or tries) to 
observe pricing policy and punish violators. 

The Ministry of Labour inspects organised 
firms and checks whether they apply the provi- 
sions of the Labour Law. 

The Central Bank carries out current ins- 
pection on commercial banks and observes their 
compliance with the regulations and directives 
issued by It 


The Amman Municipality observes health 
standards and construction activity to ensure 
proper adherence to concerned laws. 

The list could extend inexhaustibly. The 
task of follow-up for Instance is carried out 
by such departments as the National Planning 
Council, the Specialised Credit Institutions and 
the Ministry of Public Works. 

Other Departments observe activities and 
inspect on them such as the Ministry of Finan- 
ce, Ministry of Education, Ministry of Hea lth, 
Department of Social Affairs, etc 

One may go on an on forever. Yet there are 
certain remarks that must be taken into ac- 
count: 

First, there is duplication. Health for Inst- 
ance in firms is the function of tbe Ministry of 
Health, the Ministry of Labour and the munici- 
pality concerned. Who should do what is not 
always dear. 

Second, there are cases of contradiction. ! 
While me Ministry of Supply works at ensu- 
ing vegetables and fruits in sufficient quanti- 
ties in the market, other agricultural departm- 
ents want to encourage their export. 

Third : There Is always demand for more 
supervision a follow-up on all gove rnmen t de- 
partmental and inter-departmental levels. There 
is a bias which is actually increasing tbe scope 
of such activities. 

The cost of supervision, follow-up, inspec- 
tion, et al» is truly high and the returns are not 
convincing. It is about time these activities are 
coordinated, minimized and made more effi- 
cient. This could be the best way ever to cut 
government recurring expenditure.

Iran favours review 
of policy of oil 
pricing in dollars 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28 (R). — Iran indicated yesterday that U.S. success 
or failure in stemming the decline in the dollar could be a crucial factor in 
whether oil exporting nations continue to fix oil prices in dollars. After a 
one-hour meeting with Treasury Secretary Michael Blumenthal, Iranian 
Finance Minister Mohammad Yeganeh told reporters that his nation fa- 
vours reviewing the current policy of pricing oil in dollars. 


But he stressed that his na- 
tion has not decided its ultim- 
ate stand. 

Member nations of the Or- 
ganisation of Petroleum Exp- 
orting Countries (OPEC) "are 
concerned with the erosion of 
the dollar and hope U.S. effor- 
ts are successful/' Mr. Yeg- 
aneh said. 

Mr. Yeganeh said the issue 
would probably come up at 
the May meeting of OPEC fi- 
nance ministers as well as the 
June meeting of oil ministers. 

Mr. Blumenthal, who was 
due at Congress immediately 


after his meeting with Mr. 
Yeganeh, did not comment to 
reporters. A Treasury spokes- 
man declined to comment on 
the Iranian minister's remar- 
ks. 

A decision by Iran to push 
for a break between the link 
between OPEC oil prices and 
the dollar could set the sta- 
ge for what has become a clas- 
sic confrontation inside OPEC 

Kuwait and Qatar have sa- 
id they want to consider the 
issue, but Mr. Blumenthal said

U.S. senator calls 
for international 
oil price agreement 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 28 (R). 
— Senator Frank Church yes- 
terday called for an internati- 
onal agreement on oil pricing 
similar to those for other ba- 
sic commodities, saying such 
a move would benefit both pro- 
ducers and consumers. 

Senator Church, Chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Subcommittee on Foreign Eco- 
nomic Policy, said his plan wo- 
uld provide for an internati- 
onally negotiated oil price ra- 
nge to replace prices unilate- 
rally imposed by the Organi- 
sation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC). 

This would mean consuming 
nations would be represented 
by governments instead of the 
multinational oil companies. 

The senator told a subcom- 
mittee hearing that national 


oil stockpiles -- such as the 
one planned by the United Sta- 
tes -- might become part of an 
international buffer arrange- 
ment to maintain supplies and 
stabilise prices. 

He said there would be imm- 
ediate benefits for the oil pro- 
ducers who were faced by a gl- 
ut of oil because of new pro- 
duction. 

Many OPEC members, he 
said, might welcome the ch- 
ance to sell more oil and co- 
uld do so if buffer stocks were 
buOL 

Mr. Church made his com- 
ments at the start of a hearing 
on progress in the so-called 
North-South dialogue between 
industrial nations and the de- 
veloping countries, who have 
called for a new international 
economic order.

In the past, Iran and Saudi 
Arabia, OPEC's two major 
producers, have differed over 
pricing, with Iran and others 
raising prices on one occas- 
ion. while Saudi Arabia held 
Its prices steady. 

A break in the link between 
OPEC prices and the dollar 
could further aggravate the 
U.S. trade position in situat- 
ions, such as now, when the 
dollar is falling in value aga- 
inst other major currencies. 

The U.S., which ran a $26.7 
billion trade deficit last year, 
spends about $45 billion a ye- 
ar on foreign oil. 

A depreciation of the dollar 
against whatever is used for 
oil pricing would mean an ef- 
fective price increase for im- 
ported oiL 

Past consideration of a bre- 
ak between the dollar and 
OPEC prices have centred on 
the International Monetary 
Fund's special drawing right 
an artificial money unit based 
on the composite value of a 
"basket" of 16 individual cur- 
rencies, including the U.S. do- 
llar.

U.S. miners’ 


union leaders

WASHINGTON. Feb. 28 (R). 
— Miners' union leaders yes- 
terday began briefing membe- 
rs on a proposed settlement 
of the U.S. coal strike as ad- 
ministration officials waited 
anxiously for news of the re- 
sults. 

President Carter prayed wi- 
th his Bible class Sunday that 
the 160,000 striking miners 
would be moved by "strong 
courage, clear guidance 2 nd 
full intellect" in voting on the 
agreement he announced on 
Friday and would end their 
83 -day walkout. 

The long stalemate has je- 
opardised U.S. fuel supplies 
and raised prospects of thou- 
sands of layoffs in other indu- 
stries. 

United Mine Workers 
(UMW) union officials here 
were instructing district lea- 
ders and some rank-and-file 
members on the details of the 
agreement with soft-coal mine 
operators. 

But some doubts remained 
whether the deal would be 
ratified - -a process taking 10 
days. 

While appealing to the mi- 
ners’ sense of patriotism to 
accept a settlement, administ- 
ration officials sought to ave- 
rt any appearance that they 
were campaigning overtly for 
an affirmative vote. 

Labour Secretary Ray Mar- 
shall Sunday expressed opti- 
mism that the deadlock was 
about to end. 

"This is hands-off time for 
us because the decision now 
is up to the miners,” Mr. Mar- 
shall said on a television news 
programme Sunday. "We will 
let the democratic process ta- 
ke Us effect” 

The settlement would give 
the miners an increase in wa- 
ges and benefits of almost 38 
per cent over the next three 
years. 

Even if the union members 
ratify the agreement, it is ex- 
pected to take at least two 
weeks to get the mines re- 
opened.

TEL AVIV, Feb. 28 (R). — Magistrates throughout 
Israel today walked out of their court rooms to dis- 
cuss demands for higher pay. 

The judges have demanded big increases but Fin- 
ance Minister Simcha Ehrlich suggested they should 
! hold off negotiations until April. 

Also about 600 striking bus drivers fought police 
yesterday and tried to paralyse the country's bus 
transport. 

Sixteen drivers were arrested and one policeman 
was slightly injured in the melee, a police spokesman 
said. 

The violence appeared to herald a new wave of 
strikes likely to hit the inflation-ridden economy. 

Besides the 3,000 bus drivers, airport maintenance 
men stopped work briefly Monday and merchant sea- 
men maintained their six week strike. 


Merrill Lynch economist 
casts doubt on Britain’s 
euphoric economic future 


BRUSSELS. Feb. 23 (R). — The 
world’s largest non-communist 
trade union grouping yesterday 
accused Tunisia of breaking the 
International Labour Organisa- 
tion's (ILO) conventions by ja- 
iling more than 100 trade union 
leaders. 

The International Confedera- 
tion of Free Trade Unions (IC- 
FTU), which claims a world- 
wide affiliation of 55 million 
workers in some 90 countries, 
said in a statement it had lod- 
ged a formal protest at the ILO 
office in Geneva alleging Tuni- 
sia's infringement of trade uni- 
on rights.

West Germany cuts 
trade deficit with 
Arab countries 


NEW YORK, Feb. 28 (R). — 
Britain’s euphoria over its eco- 
nomic future is not really war- 
ranted, according to an econo- 
mist for Merrill Lynch econo- 
mics, a subsidiary of the lar- 
gest U.S. brokerage house. 

"No matter how you look 
at it. the upcoming recovery 
is being built on weak founda- 
tions, Mr. Arnold Simkin, Me- 
rrill Lynch's Chief Economist 
in London, says in a report is- 
sued this month. 

“Britain’s euphoria therefore 
is not really warranted. It's po- 
litical and may just outlast the 
next election, and no more/' 
he added. 

Mr. Simkin forecasts that 
the government deficit for the 
financial year beginning in Ap- 
ril is likely to be around £8 
billion compared with a proje- 
cted deficit in the current ye- 
ar of around £7.5 billion. “Such 
growth of the government de- 
ficit could give the economy 
trouble after the summer be- 
cause the deficit will have to 
be financed,” Mr. Simkin ad- 
ds. 

Mr. Simkin also notes that 
Britain’s money supply “is roa- 
ring ahead again" at an annual 
rate of around 20 per cent. 

“The money supply explo- 


sion is a harbinger of change. 
Combined with the fiscal kick 
likely to come out of the April 
budget, it could give the Bri- 
tish economy a big boost in the 
second -half of 1978, he said. 

"But inflation probably will 
accelerate as well ... While the 
government has laid down a 10 
per cent guideline for wage hi- 
kes, it is being circumvented. 
Wage prospects bear very clo- 
se watching.” 

Mr. Simkin also reckons that 
the value of sterling against 
the dollar will fall in the next 
few months by 10 to 20 per 
cent from the current $1.93. 

“During the 1970's the Bri- 
tish authorities seem to have 
kept sterling overvalued by bet- 
ween 7-1/2 and 21 per cent If 
this range is applied, it sugg- 
ests an average trading range 
is applied, it suggests an avera- 
ge trading range of between 
$1.75 and $1.56 in the fourth 
quarter of this year," Mr. Sim- 
kin says. 

However, he says, SI. 75 mi- 
ght be a politically unaccepta- 
ble level for sterling, and the 
“margin of overvaluation might 
be widened -- to perhaps 25 
per cent, or to an average of 
perhaps $1.81 In the fourth 
quarter.” 


BONN, Feb. 28 (R). — West 
Germany cut its trade deficit 
with Arab countries to 665 mil- 
lion marks ($325 million) last 
year from 2.35 billion marks 
($1.11 billion) in 1976, the Eco- 
nomics Ministry said yesterday. 

It said West German exports 
to the Arab World increased 
by nearly II per cent to 16.15 
billion marks ($8 billion) in 
1977. Imports decreased by 0.8 


per cent to 16.32 billion marks 
($8.5 billion). 

Oil accounts said West Ger- 
many bought 61.8 million tons 
of oil from Arab suppliers last 
year - - about two million tons 
less than in 1976. Total ofl 
imports last year were 96.3 mil- 
lion tons with about 20 per 
cent of West Germany’s ofl 
imports coming from Libya, 
followed by Saudi Arabia and 
Iran.

South, declarer at four 
hearts, made good use of the 
information he had gleaned 
from the auction to execute 
a most unusual end play. 

North's decision to bid 
four hearts was overly 
aggressive since his queen 
of diamonds was of doubtful 
value. However, he knew 
that South's double followed 
by his bid of three hearts 
showed a strong hand with 
long hearts, so North felt 
that his trump support war- 
ranted a raise to game. 

West led the king of dia- 
monds, and when dummy 
appeared, declarer realized 
that he would have to work 
hard to make his contract. 
However, he had one useful 


piece of information to guide 
him— West. had to have al- 
most every missing high 
card for his no trump open- 
ing bid. 

Declarer put this bit of 
knowledge to good use at 
trick one. He allowed West 
to hold the king of diamonds, 
discarding a spade from his 
hand! West did not enjoy 
having the lead because he 
was end played. Since a dia- 
mond continuation would set 
up dummy’s queen. West 
tried to mislead declarer by 
shifting to the jack of 
hearts, but declarer was not 
taken in. 

He won the king of hearts, 
cashed the ace of clubs and 
led the ten of hearts. West 
played low and so did dum- 
my. East discarded a dia- 
mond. A heart to the ace 
drew the- last trump, and a 
club to the nine lost to 
West's ten. 

Now West could safely 
exit with the ace of dia- 
monds, but his ease was 
short-lived. Declarer ruff- 
ed, cashed the king of clubs 
in an attempt to drop the* 
queen, and when the lady did a 
not drop, West was present- 3 
ed with a club trick— the 15 
defenders' third trick and, 
as it turned out. their last. 

West was left with a 
choice of evils. He could 
either lead a spade into de- 
clarer's ace-queen or a dia- 
mond to the queen in dum- 
my, allowing declarer to 
discard the queen of spades. 
Either way, declarer could 
only lose two clubs and one 
diamond.

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Further poll triumphs 
firmly restore Gandhi 
to national politics 

NEW DELHI, Feb. 28 (R). — Mrs. Indira Gandhi emerged from political 
wilderness as the country's most powerful opposition leader today after 
st unnin g election victories in two major southern Indian states. Her run- 
away success in Karnataka where her new party, the Indira Congress, won 
two-thirds of the seats, and in Andhra Pradesh makes it certain that Mrs. 
Gandhi, at 60, will again play a key role in national politics. 


Mrs. Gandhi inflicted a hu- 
miliating defeat on her op- 
ponents in the official Cong- 
ress Party and humbled the 
national ruling Janata Party. 

Her future had been in the 
balance since she was ousted 
after 11 years as prime minis- 
ter last March and then lost 
the support of senior leaders 
of her Congress Party. 

Results were still coming in 
today from three other states 
where Legislative Assembly 
elections were held last we- 
ekend but it appeared no par- 
ty would win outright majori- 
ty in any of them. 


The Janata Party made its 
best showing in the western 
Indian state of Maharashtra, 
centered on Bombay, where it 
won 51 of the first 150 seals 
decided. But this still left it 
well short of the 145 it needs 
to form a state government in 
its own right 

The official Congress Party 
also made its best showing 
in this state with 37 seats so 
far against 25 for the Indira 
Congress and a total of 24 
to other parties. 

The Indira Congress swept 
to power in Andhra Pradesh 
just before midnight last ni-

More curbs

.The Tehran government said 
nine people had been lulled and 
125 injured in riots it alleged 
were led by Islamic Marxists. 
The spokesman charged yester- 
day that police action had cau- 
sed a "bloodbath” in which 
2,000 people died. 

The officials East German 
news agency ADN said the 
students were under temporary 
arrest charged with breaking 
and entering and violating the 
embassy's territory.

The Janata Party's failure to 
win any of the five states is 
also likely to worsen the di- 
visions which have appeared 
recently in its ranks. 


U.S. senator believes 
it “illogical” to sell 
planes to Saudi Arabia 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28 (R). — President Carter's 
proposal to sell Saudi Arabia 60 sophisticated F-15 
fighters was called “illogical and ill-advised” by an 
influential senator yesterday. 

Sen. Bichard Stone, a Florida Democrat and 
Chairman of the Foreign Relations Subcommittee on 
Near Eastern and South Asian Affairs, said in a 
Senate speech that the sale, together with earlier 
sales of Hawk missiles, “might threaten Israel”. Sen. 
Stone was one of seven members of the foreign rela- 
tions committee who wrote to President Carter on 
Jan. 24 urging him to postpone the sale and warning 
that it would “destabilise the Arab-Israeli balance of 
power.” 

The sale is part of a $4.8 billion aircraft package 
for Israel, Saudi Arabia and Egypt. 

Sen. Stone quoted “good sources” as saying that 
the Saudis were “positioning Hawk anti-aircraft 
missiles at their base at Tabuk” where they could 
“threaten' Israel, instead of at oil fields they were 
supposed to guard ... The United States has never 
supplied offensive airplanes or missiles to confront 
Israel. But we appear to be doing that just now, 
light when we have the first opportunity in decades 
for peace,” Sen. Stone said. 

“What’s going on here? Why this illogical step, 
which seems more an inducement to the threat of 
war than a chance for peace 7’ 

Secretary of State Cyrus Vance is expected to be 
“sharply” questioned about the proposed Middle 
East aircraft sales when he appears before the fore- 
ign relations committee tomorrow. He has already 
justified the sales, in appearances before members 
of the House of Representatives, saying the administ- 
ration would withdraw them rather than have Cong- 
ress veto the Arab portion but allow the Israeli sale 
to go ahead. 


Fierce anti-Somoza 
riots break out in 
Nicaragua: 12 dead 


MANAGUA, Feb. 28 (R). — 
Twelve people were killed and 
40 injured in fierce anti-gover- 
nment rioting during which Ni- 
caraguan National Guardsmen 
used armoured cars, machine 
guns and helicopters, the opp- 
osition newspaper Prensa said 
today. 

Earlier a National Guard co- 
mmunique said nine people we- 
re killed and at least nine wo- 
unded in two clashes. Reports 
of the three additional deaths 
and the further toll of injured 
have not been officially confir- 
med. 

Riots have broken out in the 
last 24 hours in the towns of 
Ciriamba and Catarina, both 
within 3G kms. of Managua and 
the city of Masaya, 26 kms. 
from Managua. 

The ware of violent opposi- 
tion to 40 years of rule by the 
Somoza family, has been bu- 
ilding up for two months. 

La Prensa described the sit- 
uation in Masaya, where rt said 
the three people' were killed, 
as open rebellion. The National 
Guard has warned journalists 
that if they ventured into the 
city it could not guarantee the- 
ir safety. 

In Managua, a power cut last 
night increased tension and sh- 
ooting brake out near two un- 
iversities. 

The trouble, sporadic for the 
past six weeks, intensified a 
week ago, particularly in the 
poor Monimbo quarters of Ma- 
saya. 

It spread to the whole city 
of 48,000 yesterday following 
a rally by President Anastas-

Panama Canal One hundred days later, most Arabs 


accords pass 
1st test in 
U.S. Senate 


WASHINGTON, Feg. 28 <AP). — The Panama Canal treaties 
survived a crucial test yesterday when the Senate killed an 
amendment that would have made a major change in terms 
of the pact. 

The amendment was tabled by a vote of 55 to 34. 

The amendment which provided the first test of strength 
on a substantive issue since the debate on the treaties began, 
would have allowed the president to keep American troops 
in the canal zone for 20 years after the waterway is turned 
over to the P anamanians . 

Sen. James B. Allen, chief sponsor of the amendment and 
a leader of the anti-treaty forces, said later that the vote in- 
dicated "senators are becoming more Independent” 

A two-thirds vote is required to approve treaties and if 
the opponent could hold the 34 votes they had on the Allen 
proposal they could block ratification. The treaty drafted by 
negotiators requires that all U.S. troops be withdrawn by the 
year 2000. Thereafter, die United States would be empowered 
to take whatever actions it deemed necessary to defend aga- 
inst any threat to the waterway. 

Senate Majority Leader Robert Byrd characterised foe 
proposed change as a “killer amendment... Zt thoroughly 
and unmistakably and unquestionably and indubitably unra- 
vels the treaties, opening them to renegotiation,” Mr. Byrd 
told his colleagues. He said it was not necessary for foe sec- 
urity of the canal, and that the prolonged presence of Ame- 
rican troops “would result in the kind of hostile atmosphere 
we want to avoid.” 

Mr. Allen said the authority to keep troops in foe zone 
for an additional 20 years was necessary for security reasons. 
He said the treaty’s security provisions, induding the require- 
ment for withdrawal of all troops by 2000, “give us the right 
but deprives us of the means” to defend the waterway. 

Mr. Allen acknowledged, under questioning by his col- 
leagues, that adoption of the amendment would not cause 
him to support the treaty. He said he would be satisfied only 
with authority to keep U.S. troops In foe canal zone for 
perpetuity. 


SALISBURY. Feb. 28 (API. —

— Ethiopian leader Mengistu 
Haile-Mariaro has ruled out any negotiations with So- 
malia prior to complete withdrawal of Somali troops 
from Ethiopian territory. In an interview with Czech- 
oslovak television carried by the Czechoslovak news 
agency CTK today, Lti-Col. Mengistu said unless efforts 
are being made “by imperialist countries and their likes 
to widen the scope of war” in the Ogaden region, “it is 
certain that the invading forces of Somalia will be com- 
pelled to leave Ethiopian territory.” 


think Sadat’s Israeli trip a blunder

BEIRUT, Feb. 28 (R). — One 
hundred days after President 
Anwar Sadat flew to Jerusa- 
lem in search of peace foe 
Middle East problem seems 
as far from a solution as ever 
and his image has suffered, 
even in the eyes of his friends 
in other Arab countries. 

He was hailed as the “man 
ot peace" by foe Egyptian 
press and made "man of foe 
year” by an American maga- 
zine when he flew to Israel on 
Nov. 19 in defiance of other 
Arab leaders some of whom 
viewed him as a traitor. 

But even among Arabs 
who sympathised with his un- 
ilateral peace initiative there 
are those who fed. he has 
mishandled recent developme- 
nts, including the Larnaca 
operation last weekend. 

Mr. Sadat became the butt 
of cartoons in the Beirut pre- 
ss after the abortive attempt 
by Egyptian commandos to 
storm an aircraft held at Lar- 
naca Airport with 11 hostages 
aboard by two Arab gunmen 
who had earlier shot and kil- 
led the editor-in-chief of Eg- 
ypt’s semi-official newspaper 
A1 Abram. Fifteen Egyptians 
were killed in a battle with 
the Cypriot National Guard 
at the airport 

In an area where honour 
is all-important, the scathing 
cartoons were more damaging 
than editorials arguing foe 
pros and cons of the Larnaca 
operation. 

One cartoon in a leftwing 
newspaper here pictured a 
man with a puzzled express- 
ion asking another “what do- 
es commandos mean?” The 
reply: “It means a group car- 
rying weapons, wearing unif- 
orm and committing suicide.” 


Press comment suggested 
that the order for the ill-fa- 
ted operation had been given 
in an attempt to polish up 
Mr. Sadat's deteriorating im- 
age. 

Egypt's stability? 

Analysts here interpreted a 
recent remark by the United 
States Ambassador to the Un- 
ited Nations, Mr. Andrew 
Young, as a sign that even 
Mr. Sadat's American allies 
are now dubious about Egy- 
pt's stability- 

Mr. Young said in Miami 
that he thought President Car- 
ter’s decision to sell 50 F-5E 
fighters to Egypt was moti- 
vated by fears of a coup in 
Cairo. 

“The only thing that can be 
dangerous to the United Stat- 
es and to Israel right now 
might be the overthrow of 
Sadat by his own military fo- 
rces,” Mr. Young said. "And 
I think that is the reason that 
the president made the con- 
cession of promising to send 

airplanes to Egypt.” 

The F-5E fighter-bomber, 
built to a 23-year-old design, 
has been described as a “ten- 
th-rate” aircraft by Mr. Sad- 
at himself. It would be of no 
use against Israel, Western 
airmen say. 

African involvement 

Mr. Sadat has said he wo- 
uld not use the planes in foe 
Middle East. He needed them, 
he stated, because he had gr- 
eater responsibilities in Africa. 

At Nairobi earlier this mo- 
nth, Kenyan authorities held 
an Egyptian aircraft carrying 
19 tons of ammunition for So- 
mali forces fighting Soviet-ba- 
cked Ethiopia in the Ogaden 
Desert war. According to foe 


Kenyan version, foe Egyptian 
plane was forced down beca- 
use it was on an unauthorised 
flight. 

Mr. Sadat's government re- 
taliated by holding a Kenyan 
airliner on the ground at Cai- 
ro Airport and forcing another 
to land there. 

Mr. Sadat took even more 
drastic action after the Lar- 
naca affair. He severed relati- 
ons with Nicosia describing 
Cypriot President Spyros Ky- 
prianou as a "political dwarf". 

The Egyptian leader had ap- 
plied the same label three mo- 
nths earlier to leaders of four 
Arab countries and the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organisation 
who met in Tripoli to form, 
an anti-Sadat “Front for Ste- 
adfastness and Confrontation." 

The final communique at 
Tripoli said that the front had 
decided to “freeze" relations 
with Egypt, an obvious com- 
promise to leave open the do- 
or for a later reconciliation. 
But within hours the Egyptian 
leader had formally severed 
diplomatic relations. 

Initiative's failure? 

Opponents of Mr. Sadat ha- 
ve followed recent developm- 
ents with glee. Mr. Sadat’s 
failure to extract any fund- 
amental concessions from Is- 
rael had been predicted by 
anti-Sadat Arabs and some 
Western diplomats. 

Lack of progress in Mr. Sa- 
dat’s peace diplomacy with 
Israel has also been carefully 
watched by the Soviet Union. 

The Kremlin has been try- 
ing to play host to leaders of 
foe five-member "Front for 
Steadfastness and Confrontat- 
ion" -- Syria, Algeria, Libya, 
South Yemen, and the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organisation. 


They met for a second sum- 
mit in Algiers earlier this mo- 
nth and reaffirmed they were 
seeking Soviet support 

This has materialised swift- 
ly. According to informed We- 
stern sources, a stream, of la- 
te-model weapons from foe 
Soviet Union has been pour- 
ing into Syria -- which emer- 
ged as the leader of foe anti- 
Sadat front - - under a deal 
financed by Libya. Syrian and 
Libyan leaders held talks in 
foe Kremlin last week about 
foe Middle East situation. 

Soviet view 

The Russians advocate foe 
reconvening of foe 1973 Ge- 
neva Middle East peace con- 
ference which they co-chaired 
with the United States. Mr. 
Sadat's trip to Jerusalem, foe 
Russians feel, was aimed at 
shutting them out of the pe- 
ace process. 

The division in Arab ranks 
about Mr. Sadat's solo vent- 
ure has raised fears that there 
might be a new Middle East 
war. sparked perhaps by re- 
newed fighting in Lebanon. 

Almost every shade of Arab 
opinion is represented in Le- 
banon, whose multitude of fr- 
onts and groupings during the 
1975-76 civil war were backed 
by powers as diverse as "mo- 
derate” Egypt and “radical" 
Iraa. 

There is little doubt in Bei- 
rut that the conflict was, at 
least partly, an Arab civil war 
fought bv proxy. This took 
place asainst foe backeround 
of a bitter Svrian-Eevotlan 
row over Mr. Sadat’s signatu- 
re on the second troop disen- 
paeement agreement with Is- 
rael --a bilateral deal deplo- 
red by foe Arab left.
